After  trying  out  University  No.  3 with  some  other 
varieties  of  yellow  corn  one  of  our  very  best  farmers  here  is  going  to  plant  most  of  his  acreage  to  Uni- 
versity No.  3.

The  University  of  Nebraska  started  to  develop  this  strain  of  corn  about  the  same  time  we  did  our 
Blair  White.  The  demand  for  a number  of  years  has  been  for  an  early  corn  but  still  a big  yielder.  We 
have  had  this  variety  for  a few  years  and  it  yields  very  heavy  and  matures  in  about  90  days.

Clover 

Common  Red  Clover 

Everyone  should  sow  common  red  clover  in  his 
small  grain  every  spring  to  restore  the  fertility  of 
the  soil.
